to W ashington at this 
time for one reason or another.

office under the new administration. 
A considerable representation 
from

The announcem ent 
by 
Chairman 
I nderwood of the ways and means 
com m ittee that hearings will begin 
im m ediately after the holidays was a 
signal to all the industrial interests

Presidential Messages. 
The Archbald case, an im peachm ent 
trial which involves Judge Robert W. 
Archbald of the United States com­ 
m erce court 
is on the calendar for 
Tuesday. 
President T aft’s first m es­ 
sage, 
dealing with foreign relations, 
w ill go to congress tomorrow. 
His 
second message, dealing with general 
subjects, will be subm itted Friday, ac­ 
cording to present information. 
The supreme court divides interest 
with the two houses of congress. The 
court met at noon after two w eeks’ 
vacation, and there is a general ex­ 
pectation th at some of the opinions 
in important tru st cases which have 
te e n long deferred will soon be read.

Dec. 2.— The sign­ 
ing of the protocol for an armistice 
between Turkey and the Balkan allies 
will take place tomorrow at the neu­ 
tral town of Baghchetsh. 
Though so far the exact term s of

agreem ent 
have been kept secret, it is pretty 
well known w hat they are. 
Turkey 
keeps Adrianople, but loses Salonica. 
khe may also keep Dedeagatch, on the 
Aegean, and consequently the control 
of 
the 
Adrianople-Dedeagatch 
rail­ 
road. 
The allies, according to a Sofia dis­ 
patch, 'will demand that Turkey pay a 
war indemnity of $240,000,000. The ar­ 
mistice stipulates that the garrisons 
of Adrianople and Scutari shall re­ 
ceive daily rations sufficient for each 
day during the cessation of hostilities. 
The news that the Adrianople garri­ 
son was included In the agreement 
came as a surprise, and the conces­ 
sion by the Bulgars is taken to mean 
that they genuinely desire to arrange 
a lasting peace as quickly as possible.

McCoy made his way 
to the

s ta ir s rooms over th e Rhoades pool 
room on Court street, meeting with 
some little opposition. 
A buzzer was used effectively in 
warning til** men upstairs that there 
was trouble coming, and when tin- 
chief reached the 
upstairs 
rooms 
there w as 
a 
general seat ferment, 
Mime of the men trying In vain to 
make their escape. 
A game table, 
cards and poker chips were in evi­ 
dence 
Chief McCoy took the names 
of those present and informed them 
they would probably be called for 
, later. 
The proprietor of the place 
later appeared before Mayor Smith, 
it Is said, and stated that he would 
be responsible for the appearance of 
the men if they were wanted. 
The 
men found in the room, it is said, 
claimed they were merely enjoying 
a game of "seven up". 
Immediately after the raid Chief 
McCoy and Patrolman Bell visited 
the rooms over the Hooker, Campbell, 
fullery, Tapslco 
and 
James 
pool 
rooms, but if games had 
been 
in 
progress at any of the places the 
birds had flown and no one was ap­ 
prehended. 
In some of the places game tables 
were found and chairs were stacked 
on top as an indication that there 
was "nothing doing". 
It is claimed 
th a t the tip beat the officers in the I 
rounds to some of the places. 
The raid made last Saturday night 
on the Rhoadeg pool room on Court 
street marks the second visit of the 
police to the place on a mission of 
the same purpose. 
in the early morning 
hours 
of 
April 29th, last, the police raided the 
Rhodes pool room and arrested seven 
men and each one of 
them 
was 
charged with gam bling and one in 
addition to a charge 
of 
gambling 
was compelled to face a charge of 
keeping a place where gambling was 
permitted or conducting a game of 
chance. 


Each of the men arrested in the 
raid of April 29th, upon their pleas 
of guilty, were fined on May 2nd, 
1912 by Mayor Smith 325.00 as an­ 
nounced by him, and ordered to pay 
the costs. 
One of the men-—the one 
charged with conducting the game 
drew an extra $25 fine upon his plea 
of guilty, according to the statem ent 
of Mayor Smith. 
The

amounted to $200. 
On the 23rd day of August, 1912, 
Mayor Smith, under the law requir 
ing an accounting every 30 days for 
money collected by him

He has filed no statem ent since 
th at time aud th a t statem ent which 
was filed August 23rd, 1912, was for, 
"Fines collected from January 1st, 
1912, to April 30th, 1912, $95.85," 
covering a period of time before the 
fines against the seven men arrested 
in the raid on Rhoades pool room of 
April 29th, were assessed by him. 
he stating on May 2nd th at he had 
th a t day assessed the fines. 
When asked this m orning by The 
Herald whether or not the fines as­ 
sessed against those who plead g u i l ­ 
ty to a c h a r g e of gambling following 
the raid of April 29th had been paid, 
j Mayor Smith stated that something 
| like $84 or $85 had been paid; that 
j there bud been paid on each one of , 
j the fro es assessed the sum of $5,00 
only. 
When asked as to the remainder ■ 
due on the fines Mayor Smith was 
non-committal as to his purposes.
